Jefferson City, Dec. 29.—A special

lynching of Roosevelt Grigsby, negro, 
at CTharlesston on December IK latit by 
an unmasked mob, is uurgeci in a let­ 
ter sent this afternoon by Attorney- 
General B arrett 
to Prosecuting At- 
torney-e leet Lester S. Cain of Miss­ 
issippi County. Barrett promised full 
cooperation, 
of 
the 
Attorney-Gen- 
cral’s «lepartment in the 
investiga­ 
tion. 
Barrett sent the letter to Cain 
foil, wing a conference here with At- 
torney-Generai-elect Robert W. 
Ot­ 
to. 
The Attorney-General stated , that 
his special investigator, 
Fred 
Tate, 
now in Charleston, had reported that 
“numerous 
prominent citizens 
were 
advising 
against 
a 
special grand 
jury. 
“He 
pointed 
out 
further that 
the Sheriff and his deputies had said 
they were unable to recognize any 
of the 
unmasked 
members of 
the 
mob A lth o u g h they were overpower­ 
ed by the* lynchers 
in a well-lighted 
office. 
A grand 
jury 
inquiry, 
he 
said, 
would compel witnesses to testify un­ 
der oath. 
“ Lynching is murder and it cannot 
l>e condoned”, the Attorney-General 
wrote. 
“ Even a confessed criminal 
is entitled to duo process of law and 
until he is found guilty in a pro­ 
per tribunal he 
is 
entitled to pre­ 
sumption of his innocence. 
No mob 
can decide die guilt of its victim. Ev­ 
ery 
lynching 
is a mockery of 
the 
safeguards for life and lberty embod­ 
ied in the Constitution and is an as­ 
sault upon 
Government itself. 
The 
law must Ik* vindicated by the pun­ 
ishment of those who perpetrate this 
outrage” . 
The 
Attorney-General also pointed 
out that some of the county author­ 
ities seen by Tate volunteered the ex 
pi a nation that the mob “might have 
bet n people from Sikeston” . 
Investigation could go no further, 
Barrett said, without 
the power 
to 
put witnesses on the stand and com­ 
pel them to talk 
under 
oath. 
That

grand jury hearing, B arrett said. He 
urged Cain to ask the Circuit Court 
to call a special grand jury to avoid 
delay.

“Attor- 
ney-General-elect 
Otto

Enormous supplies of potaafa can be 
easily extracted from the waters 
of 
the Dead »Sea, according to recent a«- 
s* rtions. 
The Dead Sea is the sink-hole 
of 
the world. 
In no other continent 
is 
there such a ik*ep depression in tht 
earth ’s crust; nor will one find greai- 
i r desolation or more uncomfortable 
conditions for man and 
most other 
living things even in the hearts 
of 
th ■ greatest deserts. 
The 
Hebrew 
scripture# 
have 
thrown 
an 
atmosphere of tragedy 
about this country. There, the chron­ 
icle states were situated, the wicked 
cities of Sodom and Gomorrha, 
de­ 
stroyed by the wrath of Jehovah; and 
there the modern 
reader 
sees 
the 
blasted region, seared by unbearable 
heat, with its bitter death-dealing wa­ 
ters, to prove the story to his satis 
faction. 
According to the Biblical narrative 
the Jordan Valley, and the plain near 
its mouth on the shores of the Dead 
Sea where the destroyed cities lay, 
shared the early good fortune of the 
Bromi.-ed 
Land 
itself 
anil “ flowed 
u i'h milk and honey”. 
But an end 
was put to this pleasant condition by 
the rain of brimstone and fire. 
Tht story of the region deciphered 
from its rocks by geologists begins 
much earlier than the <.,t/s of 
the 
patriarchs whose actions are record- 
■ol in the Bible. This record indicates 
that Balestine and the whole western 
end of Arabia rose from 
the sea a 
million or 
more 
years ago in what 
geologists term 
the 
teritiary 
era. 
Shortly after the rise, it seems, 
a 
great slice of th< land parallel to the 
toast of the Mediterranean s.*tnk to a 
git at depth, forming 
the huge rift 
valley, “the Ghor”, now occupied by 
the Jordan River and the Dead Sea. 
It is not clear whether there was a 
connecting channel between the Med- 
iteranean and the great valley, but a 
Well defined ancient beach indicates 
that in those remote times, the great 
'’"pressi) n 
held 
a sea or lake 
at 
about the same level as that of 
the 
Mediterranean. 
The Jordan did not 
then exist. 
Its entire valley as well 
as the Sea of Galilee was swallowed 
up in the parent 
of the 
Dead Sea, 
which was some two hundred mile 
long and ten to fifteen miles wide. 
It Is believed that the climate 
of 
Palestine in remote tims was moist 
and that the great inland lake was 
for a while kept at its highest point. 
When drier conditions set in the laki 
began to shrink, eventually retreat­ 
ing into the presnet position of the 
Dead 
Sea and. exposing the valley 
now occupied by the Jordan. 
This is 
practically the only large river in the 
world which floWs in a valley ready­ 
made for it almost from source 
to 
mouth. 
The Dead Sea depression, having no 
outlet, all the salts contained in the 
large original inland sea were retain­ 
ed when evaporation reduced the voi 
urne of the body of water to its pres­ 
ent dimensions. 
In addition, for hun­ 
dreds of thousands of years, the Jo r­ 
dan and the other streams and tor­ 
rents that flow from the desert hills 
into the basin have been carrying in 
additional salts until now the waters 
of (he Dead Sea constitute one of the 
most 
highly 
concentrated natural 
brines 
in existence. 
It is estimateli 
that on the average 
some 6,000,000 
tons of water flow into the Dead Sta 
daily, and since the level of the sea 
changes little, 
an 
equal amount i« 
pumped out daily by evaporation. 
Whereas 
ocean 
water 
contains 
about one-twentieth of its weight in 
dissolved solids, the solids in solu­ 
tion in Dead Sea water make up one- 
fouurth 
its 
weight. 
Potassium 
chloride makes up about one-fiftieth 
of the total solids, but common salt 
(sodium chloride) 
is fully five times 
as plentiful. The isolation of the po- 
taissium salts, therefore, might 
be 
somewhat difiieult 
on a commercial 
scale. 
The present Dead Sea is 47 miles 
1 ng 
and about 10 miles wide. 
Its 
surface lies approximately 1300 feet 
lower than «ea level and at its deep# 
est point its bottom lies another 1300 
feet down. 
This 
great 
rift 
in the 
earth’s crust, therefore, 
lies 
2600 
feet balow sea level and is the deep­ 
est holes in the land anywhere in the 
the world. 
Because 
of 
the intense 
h<*at and dryness and the presence 
everywhere of salt, the lami immedi­ 
ately about the Dead Sea is a region 
of desolation. 
On some of the flats 
a few straggling, thorny desert plants 
grow 
and in 
some sheltered wadies 
where the 
springs are fresh, small 
groups of palms struggle for exist­ 
ence. 
Most of the area, however, is 
a 
dry, rocky waste encrustd 
with 
salt, or nearer the sea, 
with slimy 
salt mud flats. 
It is quite possible that even 6000 
or 7000 years ago, in the ora to which 
the Biblical chronicles reach, the then 
relatively moist climate of Balestine 
made the pain near the mouth of the 
Jordan a rich land such as that which 
Lot found. 
Also it is possible that 
the "( itie« 
of 
the Plain”- -Sodom, 
Gomorrha and their fellows—perish­ 
ed in a cataclysm brought about by 
a modern secondary 
adjustment 
of 


this legion 
of 
tremendous earlier 
peologic disturbance. 
Because the intense heat and pres­ 
sure are almost sure to prove fatal 
to others than the few hapless Arab 
nomads that manages to survive 
in 
(ue region this area has not been ill­ 
usively studied by 
scientists. 
It 
was at first thought that there is no 
evidence 
of 
recent volcanic action 
and that the traditional destruction of 
the cities by a rain of fire and brim­ 
stone may have referred to the explo­ 
sion of pockets of crude petroleum. 
A scientist who visited the region in 
1999, however, reported a small 
ex­ 
tinct volcano near the northeastern 
c rner of the Dead Sea near the re­ 
puted 
site 
of Sodom and concluded 
that a shower of 
ashes from this 
event may have caused the catastro­ 
phe so vividly described in Genesis.

The roads on the system have been

being improved by

States with

Federal Government, which pays up 
to 50 per cent 
of the cost.

the last fiscal year 8G20 miles were 
completed in this way, bringing the 
total competed since 1916 to 35,157 
miles.

tion. 
B arrett sent the letter to Cain 
foil«wing a conference here with At- 
torney-<ieneral-elect Robert W. 
O t­ 
to. 
The Attorney-General stated , that 
his special investigator, 
Fred 
Tate, 
now in Charleston, had reported that 
“ numerous 
prominent citizens 
were 
advising 
against 
a 
sp«*cial grand 
jury. 
“ He 
pointed 
out 
fu rth e r that 
the Sheriff and his deputies had said 
they were unable to recognize any 
of the 
unmasked 
m embers of 
the 
mob,"Although they w ere overpow er­ 
ed by the lynchers 
in a w’ell-lighted 
office. 
A grand 
jury 
inquiry, 
he 
said, 
would compel witnesses to testify un­ 
der oath. 
“ Lynching is m urder -and it cannot 
Ik* condoned” , 
the A ttorney-G eneral 
wrote. 
“ Even a confessed criminal 
is entitled to due process of law and 
until he is found guilty in a pro 
per tribunal he 
is 
entitled to pre 
sumption of his innocence. 
No mob 
can decide vhe guilt of its victim. Ev 
ery 
lynching 
is a mockery of 
the 
safeguards for life ami lberty em bod­ 
ies» in the Constitution am i is an as­ 
sault upon 
Government itself. 
The 
law must Ik* vindicated by the pun­ 
ishment of those who p erp etrate this 
o u trag e” . 
The 
Attorney-General also pointed 
out th at some of the county author 
ities seen by Tate volunteered the ex­ 
planation that the mob “ might have 
been people from Sikeston” . 
Investigation could go no further, 
B a rre tt said, without 
the power 
to 
put witnesses on the stand and com­ 
pel them to talk 
under 
oath. 
That 
could

accomplished 
through a 
grand jury hearing, B a rre tt said. He 
urged Cain to ask the Circuit Court 
to call a special grand ju ry to avoid 
delay. 
“ I urge you to disregard

“ A ttor- 
ney-General-eloct 
Otto 
and myself 
will co-operate 
with you to the rfull 
extent of our powers.” 
Tate reported th at he had talked

As 
his companion attem pted to leave the 
vault, where he was scooping up the 
currency, he was stopped by a show­ 
er of bullets, ami surrendered when 
the officers advanced on him. 
Th** youths drove up in an auto­ 
mobile in front of th** hank building 
shortly after four o'clock, an hour af- 
t«*r th«* bank had closed.
